PRESERVED FRUITS. 


Haw They May b« Kept In Good Condition 


for an Imlollnlto Time. 


In order to keep preserved fruit ia 


condition it is necessary that the jars 
be air-tight, and that they be kept in a 
cool, dark placo. Atmospheric air is 
"extremely insinuating," and it will 
penetrate oven by microscopic open- 
)ngs, and thus injure the product of 
labor performed in the torrid summer 
days in a kitchen with a temperature 
considerably over one hundred degrees. 
The top of every jar with a screw or 
rubber fastening should be sealed with 
bottle wax. 
Jolly glasses should bo 


secured with bladders, or with paper 
dipped in white of egg and pressed 
about the glass without a wrinkle. 
Many persona take the piecaution to 
wrap every glass jar or tumbler in pa- 
per, and then pack each of them in saw- 
dust or sand, so that they will not be 
affected by light nor by atmospheric 
changes. The closet in which preseives 
are kept should not be damp, nor 
should it be in close proximity to the 
kitchen. 
In winter the temperature 


must be a degree or two above freez- 
ing point. It is always well to keep 
preserves in a closet by themselves, so 
that it need only be opened when nec- 
essary to store each new addition of 
jars. 
Thus tho atmospheric changes 


are reduced to a minimum and the 
iruit will remain in good condition.— 
ff. Y. Commercial-Advertiser.

Winter Shelter for Sheep. 


We ought to have good shelter pro- 


vided by the time winter comes, if we 
can provide sucli shelter. But suppose 
it is practically impossible for us to 
build barns and wellconstructedsheds? 
Wo can do this for our sheep in the 
vast majority of instances. 
We can 


sot crotched posts in the ground, rest 
a rail or piece of timber in the crotches 
and place poles, boards or something 
of the kind on the rail, one end resting 
on the rail and the other on the ground, 
open toward the south. If we have not 
rails or poles enough to do that we nan 
use fewer poles and rails and cover 
with hay or straw 
Ceitainly that is a 


shelter cheap enough, anil it is better 
than neuu.— Western Rural.

SENSATION 


Wesley Sauor, Engineer at Hstfleld & Co1! 


Mill, Causes Trouble. 


Last night soon after 11 o'clock, the 


police officers were called to Hatfield & 
Co.'s large merchant mill, on Eo«t Main 
street, to overpower and take charge of 
Wesley Bauer, the night engineer and 
watchman, who had gone crazy suddenly 
and had taken possession of the estab- 
lishment. During the night he had 
driven out the mill hands, looked and 
barred all the doors, and stopped opera- 
tions, declaring that he was there to 
guard the property and would perform 
his duties at the risk of his life.

He saw 
some young ladies from the upper story 
of the new part of the mill, aud called 
out to them to move on or he would 
shoot. One story below he sat ia an 
open window, aud imagined he saw eorne 
men skulking about the railway oar*.

open the doors and go home, but he pos- 
tively refused to abdicate. The men re- 
sorted to strategy, and while Wesley was 
in the upper part of the mill, a door wag 
burst open and Al. Diehl, W. Noble 
and Albert Beeber, employes at the mill, 
went in, put on their mill clothes and lit 
up the lower rloor, When Sauer came 
down he was told it wag time to begin 
work (it was then one o'clock) and that 


should go below and start up the 


machinery, He ottered no objection, and 
le descended the stairway, at the foot of 
which he was quickly overpowered by 
Mr. Stafford, assisted by Officers Hel- 
miok, Bailey and Winebrenner, and dis- 
armed of his weapons. He tried to shoot 
Htaftord, but the attempt was luckily 
prevented. He was handcuffed and taken 
io the county jail, Along the route Sauer 
struggled like a madman and was consid- 
erably exhausted when he was finally 
ooked up. 


It appears that Sauer, who is about 23, 


is afflicted with nervous prostration. He 
acted a little strangely at his home yes- 
ierday, when one of the revolvers was 
discharged, accidentally he told his 
mother. He seemed all right when be 
,vent to the mill last evening at 6 o'clock 
;o relieve Mr. Stafford, 


This forenoon Dr. Sibley visited Sauer 


at the jail and found him mentally nn- 
aalanoed 
The Doctor thinks his trouble 


grows out of nervousness and that be 
may become sane in a-few days. Mr, 
Hatneld had a long talk with Saner and 
came away impressed with the tact that 
the young man will need skilled medical 
treatment for several weeks. He will be 
kept in confinement until it is considered 
safe to turn him loose again.
